NOTE: The proposed amendment recites the non-porous unitary matrix comprising a thermoplastic polymeric material 
which is not supported or sufficiently described in the specification. The specification only limits the polymeric material to be selected from 
the group consisting of polymethylmethacrylate, polyvinyl chloride, polycarbonate and combinations thereof. The thermoplastic polymeric 
material as recited includes much broader scope of the polymeric materials than what is disclosed in the specification of the present 
application and therefore, the amendment includes new matters. The specification also does not sufficiently describe that the non-porous 
matrix is formed inot a sink. The specification only states that the solid surface product may be used to make countertops, sinks, 
lavatories, desktops, table tops, chairs, windowsill, and the like.
